to fire him, even though Ihe 
home closed eight months ago 
as the stale moved to revoke its 
license. The Legion pays Reeve 
$14,000 a year, lets him drive 
Legion-owned automobile and 
lets him live on Ibe youlh cenler 
properly as a carelaker. 


Reeve condoned beatings for 


some of the youths in his cus- 
tody, but took his favorites to 
local bars, let them get drunk 
and returned them to Ihe youth 
home in the early morning 
hours, state officials say. 


When investigalors began 


snooping, a handwritten note by 
Reeve ordered a subordinate to 
"go back on all your midnight 
reports and change them so thai 
the guys who were late in com- 
ing in are not listed." 


Drinking at the American 


Legion home was so frequent 
youths nicknamed alcoholic 
beverages "Legion Milk." 


One youth under Reeve's 


supervision on a trip lo Cadillac, 
Mich., slepped in fronl of a car, 
fracturing his right leg in two 
places. State Police say Ihe 
youlh had been drinking. In 
another case, an unsupervised 
youth drove Reeve to a meeting, 
stopped at a bar. drank four 
beers and demolished the car 
when he ran il inlo a Iree. 


Reeve took another youlh on 


an eight-day excursion to Las 
Vegas last year and the 17- 
year-old later told a stale inves- 
tigalor he played the slot 
machines and visited about five 
casinos, even though he was not 
old enough to do so legally.

Land Of Evangeline 
Stirs Some Shudders 


Monday's election giving the Parti 


Quebecois control of Quebec's provin- 
cial parliament is being interpreted in 
as many contexts as what Jimmy 
Carter plans to do here at home once 
he is inaugurated 
as the 
39th 


President. 


Canadians see the Quebecois victory 


as a local reaction to the presiding 
Liberal party. 


The province has an unemployment 


rate just under 11 per cent. The annual 
inflation rate is about the same. 
Business and industry has shown little 
inclination in recent years to invest its 
money in Quebec, thus contributing to 
the unemployment-inflation paradox. 


These conditions, plus widespread 


rumors of outgoing Premier Robert 
;Bpurassa's extensive 
family 
en- 


terprises holding conflict of interest 
contracts with the government, subs- 
'tantially drubbed the Liberals. 
:' The Quebecois collected 66 of the 110 
parliamentary seats and once the 
ballot counting is completed might 
pick up three more. 


The Liberals were dropped to 27 


seats from the 102 they won in the 1973 
election. 
• By the head count, the Quebecois is a 
plurality. The party collected 41 per 
cent of the popular vole. The Liberals, 
the Union Nationale, a resurgent third 
party movement,; and a few splinter 
groups took the balance. 


Looking at the results from the 


Scoreboard at 
Quebec City, the 


conclusion would be that the Quebecois 
has a mandate to lift the province by 
its bootstraps. 
• Influential Canadians, in and out of 
the province, starting with Premier 
Pierre Trudeau, were quick to 
characterize the election as a political 
reaction to locally depressed condi- 
tions and nothing more. 


Nonetheless, an uneasiness prevails 


in Dominion circles that it could 
develop into something else. 


Rene Levesque, a journalist turned 


politician, gained control of the 
Quebecois party by an ardent selling of 
separation from the Ottawa govern- 
ment. 


Though he muted (hat platform and 


concentrated on Liberal shortcomings 
during the campaign and probably 
only a fifth of Monday's voters chose 
Levesque for his separatist stand, the 
province's background is such that he 
might be tempted to launch a parti- 
tioning movement. 


Quebec's 
594.000 square miles 


makes it the largest in land area 
among the 10 Canadian provinces and 


its over 6 million people are 27 per cent 
.among all Canadians. It is second in 
population only to neighboring Ontario 
province. 


The bulk of Quebec's population is 


French speaking, strongly Roman 
Catholic oriented, and if not French 
thinking in the sense of - holding 
unredeemed ancestral ties, most 
definitely anti-English in relation to 
the rest of Canada. 


Two years ago Bourassa's govern- 


ment caved in to that ethnic pressure 
by making French the province's of- 
ficial language and requiring its ins- 
truction in all Quebec schools. 


So'strong is this linquistic, religious 


cohesion that during World War II, the 
Vatican planned a withdrawal to 
Quebec City should Hitler attempt to 
put an end to the Papal state's political 
independence. 


Whether Levesque could convert this 


cultural independence into outright 
political freedom or whether he 
seriously believes in it is the question 
mark. 


During our own Revolutionary War, 


Benedict Arnold invaded southern 
Quebec assuming its inhabitants 
would revolt against their British 
overlords. 


The Quebecois, in spite of the 


English deportation of many of their 
people following the French and In- 
dian. War, rejected the liberating 
Americans. Lacking this needed 
logistical support, Arnold was forced 
to retreat. 


Yet in World Wars Land II, the 


Canadian 
government 
studiously 


avoided conscription in the province, 
and national policy developed at Ot- 
tawa treats Quebec with much thicker 
gloves than its does the other nine 
provinces which are fractious enough 
in their own right. 


Basically, this cultural indepen- 


dence has .a strong pocketbook ins- 
piration. 


Most of the province's vast natural 


resources, industry, banking and 
business are English-owned and con- 
trolled. 


The yearning has grown steadily 


since the end of World War II to 
elevate the Quebecois into economic 
parity at least. 


It is this have-not philosophy which 


creates the edginess in Canadian poli- 
tics. It gives Levesque a panic button 
which is unnerving probably even to 
most Quebecois who want more but 
doubt if they can get it by going it 
alone.

Sanctuaries Needed 
To Preserve Wild Life 


' Conservationists once wort" worried 
that the North American bison, other- 
wise known as the buffalo, was 
becoming extinct. Great numbers of 
the beasts were killed during the 
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nineteenth century for skins, food and 
sport. Although now largely contained 
on government-protected-lands, the 
bison has recovered lo the point where 
its herds arc deliberately thinned by 
hunters. 


If the good fortune of the bison is an 


indication of the power of aroused 
public demands for conservation, 
other wildlife is in need of publicity. 
Conservationists estimate more than 
30 species of wildlife which formerly 
roamed this land in plentiful numbers 
are now dangerously close to an- 
nihilation. 


Many species of animals and birds 


have been irretrievably lost -to this 
generation and all future peoples. 
History docs not record all the crea- 
tures which once inhabited the very 
spots now supporting large cities. 
lakes or farms. 


Nothing can be done to bring back 


these denizens. The ranks of other 
inhabitants of the earth seem destined 
to diminish as the human population 
grows unless a concerted effort is 
made to provide sanctuaries.

Loans Are Watched 
For Economy Clues

NEW YORK (AP) - Bankers, 


government 
officials 
and 


economists are closely watching 
the trend of commercial and in- 
dustrial loans at New York City 
banks 
for 
clues 
to 
the 


immediate economic future. 


Interest is especially keen 


because of the huge fall-off in 
such loans ever since the 
economy began to emerge from 
the recession of 1973-1974. 


Based on previous recovery 


patterns, 
a 
fairly 
robust 


recovery in loans should be due 
in the early months of the ad- 
ministration 
of . President 


Carter, but the prospect at this 
time remains a bit uncertain. 


The big decline isn't totally 


unexplained, 
because 
the 


growth of loans relative to 
growth 
in 
Gross National 


Product traditionally begins to 
lag as the economic recovery 
begins. 


But the decline between 


January 1975 and this past Sep- 
tember was unusually severe, 
"the largest and longest-lasting 
drop in loans since the 1930s," 
according 
to 
Citibank. 
It 


measured the decline at 21 per 
cent. 


In the aftermath of other 


recessions since the 1980s, loan 
growth also slowed and briefly 
turned negative. Nevertheless, 
the year-to-year growth in such 
loans has been positive. 


It is only in the past two years 


that there have been actual 
year-to-year declines, rather 
than intrayear declines that 
became averaged out in the an- 
nual statistics. 


The big bank-holding com- 


pany, parent of First National 
City Bank, nevertheless is op; 
timistic that demand should 
pick up during the first quarter 
of 19//. In fact, it finds indica- 
tions that the resumption of 
demand already might be under 
way. 


Outside Now York City, it 


notes, loan portfolios of all 
commercial banks have been 
rising at an annual rate of 3 per 
cent since June, and that since 
I-abor Day an increase in 
business loan demand has been 
observed here also. 


This, too. follows the patterns 


after the recessions of 1980-1981 
and 1969-1970, in which "out- 
side" banks began to observe 


strength in loans before the 
larger and far more highly 
publicized banks here. 


While the big banks here have 


shown a gradual loss in market 
share over the past 15 years. 
Citibank maintains that his- 
torical patterns of loan-demand 
recovery still exist, and that 
loans will be growing early in 
1977. 


Should this not occur, of 


course, it could mean either that 
a fundamental shift away from

1621 'Fatted Turkey' 
Was Not Very Plump 


Viewed through a 350-year 


mist of romance and history, 
the Pilgrim's first Thanksgiv- 
ing looks idyllic indeed; the 
"groaning board" buckling 
under the weight of the fruits of 
the harvest, the roasted sides of 
\enison, the fatted turkey; while 
the noble Indian, resplendent in 
feathers, is served by a starched 
and capped Pilgrim wife. 


Just how much of that tableau 


is fact and how much is the ar- 
tistic exaggeration of an early 
painter is cause for conjecture. 
But one fact is verifiable — the 
so-called "fatted turkey" wasn't 
all that plump in 1621. He was, 
in fact, a wild and scrawny bird 
bearing little resemblance to 
today's plump and tender fowl, 
bred for meat and ready for the 
oven. 


But what do we really know 


about the origin of this native 
American game bird except that 
it was featured on the menu at 
Plymouth Hock. 


Turkeys boast a long and 


interesting background. The In- 
dians domesticated the turkey 
long 
before early settlers 


arrived. They wove fabric of 
turkey 
feathers, 
fashioned 


arrowheads of their spurs, 
made spoons and beads of their 
bones, fried their eggs and even 
barbecued their carcasses. 


In the early 1500's Spanish 


Conquistadores 
took 
birds, 


domesticated by the Aztec In- 
dians of southern Mexico, back 
to Spain. The newcomer caught 
on quickly and before long rich 
folks all over the European 


continent were dining on turkey. 


European 
immigrants 


brought turkeys with them 
when they shipped out to settle 
in the New World during the 
1600's and these European-bred 
birds were eventually crossed 
with the native wild varieties 
from which they had descended. 


When the Pilgrims celebrated 


their arrival in the New World 
with the first Thanksgiving, lit- 
tle did they know they were es- 
tablishing a very special holiday 
for all who followed, or that the 
turkey 
would 
become 
an 


American tradition. 
*' 


More than a century and a 


half after that first Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, our founding fathers 
were, busy drafting the Consti- 
tution 
and 
Declaration 
of 


Independence, fighting British 
armies and building the foun- 
dation of America. As| busy as 
they were with these "run-of- 
the-mill" colonial duties, lead- 
ing citizens found time to select 
a national bird for the fledgling 
country and in the process 
caused quite an uproar among 
the early legislators. 


Historians report a heated ar- 


gument between Thomas Jef- 
ferson, John Adams and Ben 
Franklin about the possible 
choices for the patriotic poultry. 
Jefferson suggested the dove 
while Adams and Franklin 
quarreled over the eagle and the 
turkey. 


When the eagle was ultima- 


tely chose to represent America, 
the 
disappointed 
Franklin 


wrote, "I wish the Bald Eagle 
had not been chosen as the 
Representation of our Country; 
he is a bird of bad moral 
Character, like those among 
men who live by sharpening and 
robbing, he is generally poor 
and often very lousy. The turkey 
is a much more respectable 
bird, and withal a true original 
Native of America." 


One question about turkeys 


still remains unanswered — 
why the name turkey? Some say 


the English thought the bird 
came from Turkey. Others feel 
Jewish merchants of Spain 
called it tukki, after the Tamil 
word toka, meaning "trailing 
skirt." 


And still others think it is a 


classic case of onomatopoeia, 
coming from the bird's call of 
alarm, which sounds like "ture 
turc." Some are even convinced 
the word originated from an In- 
dian name, furkee, but to this 
day nobody really knows.

You can give some of your

The saddle stitch has several

Congress Told Of Medicaid Violations

Congress is being urged to con- 
sider severe jail terms for doc- 
tors, druggists and nursing 
home operators found guilty of 


' taking part in the estimated 


billions of dollars in Medlcaid 
fraud. 


A New York stale prosecutor 


toW a Senate investigating 
committee Wednesday that his 
office uncovered evidence that 
nursing home operators were 
padding bills under the federal- 
state Medic-aid program to pay 
for personal luxuries. 


Charles Hynes. New York 


state special prosecutor for 
nursing homes, said his office 
found that nursing home opera- 
tors treated themselves In mink 
coats, stereo equipment and 
painting's by such masters as 
Matisse and Renoir, claiming in 
bills to Medicaid that these were 
all legitimate business ex- 
penses. 


Hynes also lold a subcommit- 


tee of the Senate Committee on 
Aging 
that 
there 
was 


widespread abuse involving 
nursing .home suppliers who 
allow tin- operators to bill for 
goods they never pay for. 


llynes said that Medicaid 


fraud in New York Stale "exists 
on a massive and pervasive 
scale," and may amount to' $70 
million in the last five years. 


It has been estimated that 


abuse and fraud in Medicaid, a 
federal-state program for the 
poor, and Medicare, which aids 
the elderly, cost taxpayers $3 
billion to W billion a year. 


Despite those figures, said 


llynes and Samuel K. Skinner, 
U.S. 
attorney for Northern 


Illinois, virtually no health ser- 
vice offenders arc ever sent to 
jail. 


Skinner blamed the federal 


government 
in large part 


because the health insurance 


programs, which together cost 
about $40 billion a year, were 
launched with no tests or pilot 
projects. 


Skinner also warned that "it 


would be suicidal to go ahead 
with national health insurance," 
which could cost up to $80 
billion a year, until slate and 
federal officials show they can 
rid Medicaid and Medicare of 
fraud. 


Hynes said that "there still 


exists a climate in this country 
where the exploitation of old 
people is a respectable and 
risk-free profession." 


He said he finds "little 


precedent and less enthusiasm 
in America" for jailing doctors, 
pharamacists and other "white- 
collar criminals." 


He testified that the kickback 


scheme with suppliers worked 
this way: .in order to get a nurs- 
ing home contract, the supplier 
would pad its bill by charging 
for goods that were never 
delivered, and the nursing homo 
operator would pass the phony 
bills along to the Medicaid 
program and end up with the 
extra cash.

American officials are checking 
for any fallout from China's la- 
test nuclear lesl explosion, the 
largest in China's 12-year his- 
tory as a nuclear power. 


U.S. officials expressed hope 


that the above-ground explosion 
on Wednesday would not cause 
hazardous radiation levels in 
the United States. 


The explosion, estimated at 


four megatons by U.S. officials, 
also prompted speculation by 
Western military experts that 
China has developed a nuclear 
warhead that can be loaded on a 
long-range missile. 


The blast was 20 times larger 


than the last Chinese test 
explosion in September. But the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency (EPA) reported that 
with favorable weather condi- 
tions the fallout here from the 
blast may not exceed the low 
and -harmless amounts of 
radiation caused by the Sep- 
tember test. 


However, the levels could be 


increased, for example, by 
heavy rains when the radioac- 
tive cloud from the explosion 
passes over the United States, 
the EPA said. 


EPA activated a nationwide 


network of 61 monitoring sta- 
tions, located in every state ex- 
cept West Virginia and New 
Hampshire, after the blast was 
detected. 


The blast occurred at 1 a.m. 


EST Wednesday at the Lop Nor 
nuclear test site in western 
China, said a spokesman for the 
Energy' Research and Develop- 
ment Administration (ERDA). 


ERDA said the explosion had 


a force of four megatons, or 4 
million tons of TNT. The Sep- 
tember blast measured 200,000 
tons. 


Meanwhile, Japan's Kyodo 


News Service and the Japanese 
newspaper Asahi reported from 
Peking that Western military 
sources say that the latest test 
may signal completion by the 
Chinese of a strategic nuclear 
warhead tor missiles. 


Kyodo quoted sources who 


said that the latest nuclear tests 
and four launchings of earth 
satellites by China since the 
summer 
of 1975 point 
to 


development of thermonuclear 
warheads and sophisticated in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles 


t(ICBMs), possibly with a range 
of about 2,500 miles. 


The latest test, which the 


Chinese said would counteract 
"nuclear blackmail" by the 
United Slates and Russia, was 
an above-ground blast that 
produces 
the 
familiar 


mushroom cloud. Such a blast 
sends radioactive particles into 
the atmosphere, where winds 
propel them around the world. 


The Chinese nuclear explosion 


in September resulted in a 
sprinkling of low-level radiation 
in the United States.

Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has filed suit charging 
two related companies and their 
officials, including a Detroit 
man. with violations of securi- 
ties law. 


The companies are charged 


with a corporate take-over, 
alleged short-weighting of cus- 
tomers and a sale of Florida 
swamp land. 


• The complaint was filed in 
U.S. 
District 'Court against 


Diversified Industries of Clay- 
ton, Mo.: Penn-Dixie Industries 
of New York, which owns about 
20 per cent of Diversified, and 
several Of the companies' top 
officers. 


Detroit businessman Arnold 


Y. Aronoff, who controls the 
JDL Trust in the Cayman 
Islands, was named in the suit, 
along with Diversified Chair- 
man 
Yen Fixman, former 


President Sam Fox and Vice 
Prsident Jack Kootman; and 
Penn-Dixie Chairman-President 
Jerome Castle. 


The SEC suit alleged that 


Castle, Aronoff and Fixman en- 
gineered a takeover of Diver- 
sified in 1975 without making 
public, as required by law, their 
interests in the Missouri com- 
pany. 


Diversified, one of its former 


directors, Morris Lefton, and 
the president of its United. 
Refining and Smelting Co. sub- 
sidiary. E. Allen Payne, con- 
sented to injunctions barring 
them from future securities law- 
violations. They neither admit- 
ted nor denied the charges. 


The suit also alleged that the

"1 guess he must have 
hobbled off. "They didn't 
have him under guard 
cause lie only had one leg. 
They apparently didn't 
think he'd escape from a 
third 'floor hospital room 
without a leg." 


But officials at Con- 


federate Memorial Hospi- 
tal, where Bush had his 
leg amputated earlier this 
month, found Bush's room 
empty after visiting hours 
Tuesday night. Escape 
had apparently been on 
Bush's mind ever since he 
was sent to prison in mid- 
July on an armed robbery 
charge.

KALAMAZOO, Mich. (AP) — 


A Western Michigan University 
study has come up with a find- 
ing, parents already know — lhat 
students spend a lot of money 
while they're avvyy at school. 


The report was compiled by 


the Business Research and Ser- 
vice Institute of the Western 
Michigan University College of 
Business. 


"The report was based on 


spending at WMU, but to a cer- 
tain extent it could apply to any 
university or college location," 
the report concluded. 


The primary goal of tbe 


project was to show how big a 
role the university plays in the 
area's economy, both in number 
of jobs and in millions of dollars 
spent. 


According to the survey. 


WMU's 21,000 students, its staff 
and college departments spend 
about S7S.5 million a year. This 
figures out to about 10 per cent 
of the Kahima/oo County total of 
{796.3 million. 


Translated into jobs, it means 


1,173 persons are working as a 
result of WMU's overall spend- 
ing. 


"It comes down to simply this 


— that if the university were not 
here, those employment posi- 
tions just would not exist." a 
WMU official said. 


The 
report 
says 
WMU 


students spend about $50 million 
annually, while the faculty and 
staff memtjers pay out over J23 
million. The univecsity spends 
$5.2 million in the county, with 
about $3.7 million of that ex- 
pended in the 
county 
for 


supplies and S1.5 million for 
construction.

He said that's just one of the special 
Ix-oMems to lie mercuinr in prison by a dwarf — nhuse life is 
far from easy on the outside. 


"It's bad enough being locked up if \oifre average size, but 


it's even worse if you're a dwarf," said Jett. He has to climb into 
seeond-tier prison bunks, wear ill-fitting prison clothing and 
slaiu! eye-to-\Miist with oilier prisoners. 


Al mealtimes "I hart to hold my tray over my head lu set my 


meat because the cuunter is prelty lush." -iett said. "Then I 
have to jump up just to get in one of the chairs in the dining 
room." Jett said he's grouii accustomed to regular kiddins. 
"I'm called a 'short-termer' and .'shorty' and things like Ihal. 
Most of it is friendly kidding," he said. 


But. he said," people know better than lo lake advantage of 


him, because lie tells them he has friends in the prison who look 
out for him. At 48. Jett is serving '14 lo -40 years for passing bad 
checks. He claims he was "railroaded" because he is a dwarf 
aid because he is from the North! 


"I got more time for bad checks than most people get for 


murder." Jett said. A former Johnson t'lty, Tenn., auto dealer. 
Jett is the father of five children, three of them dwarfs. He said 
he is bitter at prison officials for not allowing him to attend the 
funeral of his wife last month.

Going Where People Are 


TtiMWATER, Wash. (AP) - 


Ol.vmpia, the beer thai made 
Tunroater famous. Is reversing 
ptoneer tradition and heading 
East because, Horace Greeley 
notwithstanding, that's where 
the people are. 


The brew that originated on 


the banks of the Deschutes 
River next door to Its namesake 
— the stale capital — will 
challenge a drinking world 
awash with Budwcber. Schlllz, 
Pabsl and Miller. 


"We took a hard look at the 


facts," said Leopold F. Schmidt 
111, brewery president. "We 
were classified as a regional 
brewery — as were most of the 
hundreds of companies who've 
failed in our industry. To sur- 
vive, we had lo reach out beyond 
our market." 


Schmidt, 36, is the great 


grandson of the mail who 
founded the brewery in 1896. -It 


went public after Prohibition 
was repealed in 1933, but five 
Schmidts still sit on the board, 
and the brewery has been 
managed by the family for four 
generations. 


Since Prohibition, regional 


breweries have dropped in 
number from 7511 10 about 70 
through acquisition or failure, 
Schmidl said. And he admits 
that working toward national 
distribution means that "we've 
got a fight on our hands." 


The brewery, known as Oly to 


local fans, bought financially 
troubled Theodore Htunm Co. of 
St. Paul, Minn., tor 822 million, 
enabling il to sell beer in 26 
states — Oly in 2-1 of them. 
•Reaction In those slates to the 
light beer brewed from artesian 
spring water "has been,very 
gratifying," company spokes- 
man Don Let said.

Burgles' have been replaced by 
fast-food franchises that dis- 
pense across-the-counter ham- 
burgers, tacos and fried chicken 
to take out. 


Royce Hailey claims to have 


introduced curbside food ser- 
vice to the world in 1921 with a 
drive-in near Dallas. At one 
time he had 70 Pig Stands from 
Los Angeles to New York, but 
most have since been converted 
to coffee shops and only five still 
have curb service.

the National Basketball Assoeiation had the Ameriean 
Basketball Association; the National Football League and 
the World Football League; tlie National Hockey League 
has the World Hoekey Assoeiation. 


Major league baseball has Marvin Miller. 
Almost singlehandedly. Miller has raised the average 


salary of major league players to over 850.000, and he's 
done that even though baseball didn't have a competing 


When Miller became executive director of the Major 


League Baseball Players Association in 1966. the. 
employer-employee relationship was "semi-paternalistic," 
he said. "It yas more typical of a century earlier in other 
industries." 


In 1966. the players association had no dues structure, no 


checkoff arrangement; no office and no staff. Contrast that 
with today. The association has 100 per cent membership 
• 


and is the strongest sports union in the country. 


In 1947, the players got their first minimum salary, 


$5,000, and their first weekly expense allowance, £!5. In • 
1966. the minimum salary was £6,000 and the weekly 
allowance was still 129. 


The players association and the owners 
reached 


agreement on a four-year contract, which calls for a 
minimum salary of $19,0(10 for 1977 and S21.000 for 1978 and 
1979. Tire expense allowance is S24.50 per day. 


But perhaps the most important change in the contract is 


that a player can become a free agent after six years of 
major league service. As a holdovcr.from an arbitrator's 
decision, players not signing 1976 contracts could become 
free agents at the end of this season. 


There is no doubt that Miller, his ideas and leadership 


have meant millions of dollars to his players, the impor- 
tance of which he doesn't downgrade.

('redit unions — non-profit savings and lending 
c(M)peratives — are waking up. Long considered “ the 
sleeping giants of the financial industry,” they are 
now gaining members, liioney and the political clout 
to push the next Congress into granting them ex­ 
panded lending and investment powers. There are 
roughly 23,000 credit unions with more than 32 
million members in the U.S. today, and their mem­ 
bership is growing at an estimated rate of a million 
each year. Between 1970 and 1975 the CUs increased 
their collective assets by more than 115 per cent, the 
fastest growth of any type of financial institution. 
.And while in absolute size, the 
('Us are still dwarfi*d bv banks 
and thrifts, their mounting 
strength is not being shrugged 
off. They have distinct advan­ 
tages. 
among 
them: 
(1) 
xonvenience, for they often 
o|K'rate out of a tnember’s fac-- 
lor\ 
or office and 
pa\roll 
di'ductions can 1h> automatically 
I'lacixi in a member’s account; 
and 
(2) 
easier 
borrowing. 
iK'caiise the member is known 
to the crc'dit committee. 
( redit unions, which originat­ 
ed in Oermany, and came to this 
country in 1909. were the first 
financial institutions to provide 
working pcniple with rea.sonably 
priced credit and a safe reposi­ 
tory for their savmgs. They deal 
exclusively with individuals and 
households. 
To join a CU. you first must 
(lualify by 
virtue of some 
"common l)ond” — employes of
